In order to avoid the blockings 
of credit by licensees, the 
Textile Commissioner may 
issue, initially, only a ‘Letter of 
Intent’ to the applicant (where 
the essentiality of the item is 
established).

A revised pattern of organisation 
for the Texdle Commissioner’s 
Office has been recommended.

It is necessary to Mve a 
‘thinking group’ in the orga¬ 
nisation which will continu¬ 
ously study problems, foresee 
difficulties and advise the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner for taking 
such action as may be neces- 
sapf in advance. A Policy Com¬ 
mittee is recommended for 
this purpose. The Committee 
may be presided over normal¬ 
ly by the Textile Commis¬ 
sioner & in this absence by the 
Additional Textile Commis¬ 
sioner.
